less than phenomenal, as modern tariff. de- 
bates go. 

Senator Vest declares that the present 
bill is as far advanced now as was the Wil- 
son bill after five weeks discussion, while 


much of the present bill was passed over 
on the fifst day of consideration as was dis- 
posed of in the Wilson bill in three weeks. 

The republicans generally concede that 
good progress has been made, but they are 
not inclined to felicitate themselves too 
much until they see what policy is to be 
pursued when questions of more general in- 
terest are reached than have yet been 
broached. 

The sugar-schedule, in all probability, will 
excite more prolonged and animated debate 
than any other in the bill’ The democrats 
are making extensive preparations for the 
discussion of this schedule and several set 
speeches will be made upon it. 

The indications are that various other 
questions of genera] interest will be con- 
sidered in connection with the sugar duty. 
Senator Pettigrew is contemplating pre- 
senting: his. amendment against trusts in 


Hawaiian question will come to the front 
in an amendment providing for the contin- 
uance of the reciprocity treaty with the 
Hawallan islands. 

With reference to the Hawalian treaty, 
there is no longer much room for doubt that 
provision will be made to continue the pres- 
ent treaty in effect. 

It is probable that this will be done by a 
direct declaration that nothing in the bill 
shall be construed as abrogating the treaty.

The metal schedule is not especially objec- 
tionable to the democrats, containing as it 
does many of the Wilson laws, but it is 
more or less complicated and will necessa- 
rily consume time. The wool schedule will 
develop no little antagonism on account of 
the duty on lumber: There will be a deter- 
mined effort to restore white pine lumber to 
the free list.

OVER $2,000,000 WAS TAKEN 


New Ycrk Concern Can Cet Lost Secu u- 
rities Back by Paying for Them. 


THIEVES WANT $50,000 IN CASH 


Manhattan Savings Institution Ap- 
preached by Men Who Have the 
Treasury and Will Sell It. 


New York, May 230.—Nineteen years ago 
the country was startled by the report of 
the biggest bank robbery known in the his- 
tory of the world. It occurred Sunday, Oc- 
tober 27, 1878. 

The Manhattan Savings institution of this 
city was robbed of securities valued at 
$2,747,700 and $11,000 in cash. 

With the exception of a few of the bonds 
offered for sale some time ago, none of the 
securities have been recovered. It was be- 
lieved that they had been buried or de- 
stroyed. 

That the securities are still in existence is 
known here. 

A short time ago negotiations were open- 
ed between men said to represent the ex- 
burglars and President Joseph Bird, of the 
Manhattan Savings institution, for their re- 
turn. The burglars have made a demand 
for $50,000 and no questions to be asked, 
with the understanding that the securities 
are to be handed over in good shape and 
that immediately upon their delivery the 
money shall be paid in cash. 

President Bird, who at the time of the 
robbery was paying teller of the Manhattan 
Savings institution, said today that $50,000 
had been asked for the return of the bonds, 
and althought the bank officials would like 
to get them back, he declared they would 
not pay that amount. Continuing Mx. Bird 
said: 

Many of the securities are worthless to- 
day. I should say, since the government 
came to our assistance some time ago and 
by an act of congress authorized the sec- 
retary of the treasury to issue duplicates in 
place of the stolen bonds. 

There was a number of other bonds is- 
sued by cities and corporations, however. 
Some of these are due soon and, of course, 
we would like to have the originals, as it 
would maké it easier for us to collect the 


money involved.

After Thirty-Four Years of Service He 
Will Be Retired. 


HAS REACHED THE AGE LIMIT 


He Will Leave Atlanta for Nashville 
on Thursday. 


WILL SPEND THE SUMMER THERE 


The Veteran Officer Wiil Retire with 
Full Honor to Private 
Life.

After having been connected with the 
army of the United States for nearly thirty- 
five years, Captain Henry Romeyn, now 
captain of Company G, Fifth regiment in- 
fantry, stationed at Fort McPherson, will 
be placed on the retired List of the United 
States forces today. 

The ceremony will be entirely informal 
and will be unattended by any official acts, 
except that he will turn over the effects 
of his company to Lieutenant Martin and 
will receive the papers connected with his 
retirement. He will be succeeded by Lieu- 
tenant Hunter Liggett, who is at present 
away from the fort, having been detailed 
some weeks ago on special duty. 

Lieutenant Martin was selected to take 
charge of the effects of Company G until 
the return of Lieutenant Liggett, and all of 
the arms and accounterments will be ac- 
counted for by Captain Romeyn. He is 
now busily engaged in packing away his 
furniture and other household goods, and 
expects to leave the city for Nashville by 
next Thursday. 

There he will have charge of the Chilean 
exhibit, having been selected to take charge 
of it by the Chilean government. As soon 
as the fair closes Captain Romeyn will go 
to Washington, D. C., and it is not im- 
probable that he will settle there. 

He regrets very much leaving Atlanta and 
says that he is very fond of the Atlanta 
people, but the climate does not agree with 
him and it is on this account that he is 
leaving. Mrs. Romeyn and (Miss Nina Ro- 
meyn have already left, the former being 
in Washington and the latter in Nashville, 
where she will soon be joined by her father. 

The service of Captain Romeyn has been 
a long and honorable one. He began as a 
volunteer on August 15, 1862, was mustered 
into the United States service on Septeinber 
2, 1862; he served through the civil war and 
was afterwards in active service during the 
Indian wars on the western frontier. 

He has several times distinguished him- 
self by acts of daring and courage and was 
decorated by congress for gallantry at Bear 
Paw mountain on September 30, 1877. There 
are only 128 of these medals presented by 
congress and they are only given on rare 
occasions. 

It was the excellent record which Captain 
Romeyn has made that caused President 
McKinley to set aside the verdict of the 
recent courtmartial and let him off with a 
reprimand. Some weeks ago the members 
of his company presented him with a silver 
urn in recognition of his worth of a soldier 
and a gentleman. 

Captain Romeyn will be sixty-four years 
of age tomorrow, He is not certain what 
his future course will be, but it is not im- 
probable that he will be offered a position 
as Instructor in one of the military instt- 
tutes.

The criminal superior court will convene 
this morning in the basement of the court- 
house at 8:30 o’clock, and Judge Candler 
will take up all cases which may announce 
ready. The sessions of the court which 
will continue through the week promises 
to be very interesting, as a number of im- 
portant cases have been placed on the 
@ocket. Solicitor Hill Las been busily 
engag2d in his office preparing the evidence 
of the state, and unless his witnesses are 
absent this morning or are providentially 
detained from testifying, he will announce 
ready in every case that has been set. 

At the last session of the criminal court 
Judge Candler disposed of all jail cases 
with the exception of the case of the state 
against Tom Perdue, the negro boy who 
was charged with murder. This case was 
tried at the last session of the court, but 
after the jury was out several days and 
nights a mistrial was declared upon the 
statement of the foreman that no*conclu- 
sion could be reached, 

Perdue’s case is one in which there is a 
good deal of evidence, which must necessar- 
ily be considered by the jury. The state 
showed that he killed his companion who 
was working in the same factory with 
him, but the jury could not decide whether 
or not the killing was murder or justifiable 
homicide. The evidence showed that Per- 
due had been attacked by a young negro 
boy, who threatened to kill him. Perdue 
ren toward the door, his pursuer following 
him. Perdue is said to have suddenly turn- 
ed and threw a piece of iron or a hammer, 
killing the negro. The coroner's inquest 
acquitted Perdue, but he was regularly in- 
dicted by the grand jury and his case 
was reached in regular order in Judge 
Candler’s court. There is much doubt about 
the case and it is not thought that Perdue 
will be convicted of murder in the first 
degree, even though the jury should re- 
turn a verdict in the case. 

Since the last session of Judge Candler’s 
court the grand jury has been very busy 
in investigating criminal cases, and it is 
said that many indictments have been 
found, several of the true bills being 
against persons of prominence. At the 
last session of the grand jury an indict- 
ment was found against Mr. John L. Con- 
nolly, he being charged with perjury. The 
case was the result of a litigation which 
has been pending in the superior court, it 
is said, and Mr. Connolly is charged with 
having sworn to the statement which was 
not true and which he knew was untrue at 


the tin he made the affffavit. The facts. 


in the case have not been given out for 
publication, as the grand jury has made a 
rule declaring that all indictments are pri- 
vate papers and shall not be placed upon 
the records of the county until after the 
parties have been arrested and the evi- 
dence secured for the state. 

In addition to the cases of John Tyler 
Cooper, Harry Cassin and Eugene Hill, 
there are several others who will be tried 
at this term of the court. Many cases have 
been made by the county office:s and police 
against persons charged with gaming, 
attempt with intent to murder and various 
misdemeanors as well as several felonies. 

Judge Candler stated yesterday that he 
would try to clear the jail of all prisoners 
before the week was out, and it was his 
intention to try every case which is on the 
calendar, as it may be some time before his 
court will again be in session. 


TURNPIKE RAIDERS INCREASE. 


Promised Re-enforcements from Ad- 
joining Counties. 

Cincinnati, May 30.—A special to The 
Commercial-Tribune from Owingsville, Ky., 
says:

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THE BICYCLE IN THE ARMY. 


A French Officer Tells of Its Value 
to Soldiers. 

In the current number of Le Monde 
Moderne, Captain Danrit describes in an 
interesting style the use of the bicycle for 
military purposes. Formerly, he says, 
today they 
are replaced by cyclists. Infantry, by utiliz- 
ing the swiffness of the bicycle, are en- 
abled to take the enemy by surprise, and 
thus give greater effect to the offensive 
movements of an attacking force. It is to 
Captain Gerard that praise is due for sup- 
plying the army with a compact folding 
bicycle, and in the last maneuvers it was 
only his due that he was given the com- 
mand of the first cycle corps. Although his 
task was rendered exceedingly difficult, 
owing to the wet weather, one can, nev- 
ertheless, say that he demonstrated in a 
most conclusive manner the value of this 
new branch of the service, 

Sixty men were chosen to form the com- 
pany. They were attached to the Fourth 
division under General Sonnois—a good 
judge and a cyclist himself—the minister of 
war’s instructions being to make the best 
use he could of his new element. The 
men were clothed in a loose sort of jacket, 
allowing free play to their limbs, a woolen 
jersey, forage caps, tight trousers, gaiters 
and shoes. In a waterproof covering they 
carried a spare jersey. Their equipment 
consisted of three ball bags, as carried 
by infantry, with 120 rounds of. ammu- 
nition and an artillery carbine, selected 
because it Is shorter, lighter and easier 
to handle, In rear of the company was a 
sociable tandem, formed of two folding bi- 
cycles, carrying all materials for repair, 
etc. To fold, pack and place the machine on 
the back at the word of command took 
fifty seconds; ready to mount, about thirty 
seconds. The most frequent use made of 
them was in supporting cavalry, and under 
ten @ifferent circumstances they proved 
most effectval, as their fire was most 
deadly when the enemy's cavalry attempted 
to charge. while, owing to the rapidity of 


their movements, many other advantages 


were galned. 

An incident in the recent maneuvers ts 
thus described by Captain Danrit: 

“The order was given that neither side 
were to stir until 6 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. As the clock struck that hour we 
started at a great pace for Le Val Saint- 
Pierre, a country rough to get over. With 
the officers leading the way, we reached the 


Skirts of the forest. No one saw us: we 


were the first comers. ‘Let us hide our- 
selves,’ sald the captain. No sooner said 
than we placed ourselves in an ambuscade, 
forty meters from the road, awaiting the 
arrival of the Fourth Hussars. We soon see 
the enemy's scouts carefully taking every 
notice possible; slowly they creep, owing 
to a few shots having been fired the pre- 
vious day by these unseen cyclists. Pres- 
ently another section appears, commanded 
by a lleutenant, and then follows the rest 
of the squadron. Lying on the ground in 
front of our machines, we hardly breathe. 
Suddenly the rustling leaves on our left 
teil us of two Hussars that have passed 


without having noticed anything: but no.

We 
follow them and debouch on to the road 
to discover that the rest of the squadron 
was preparing to turn about. Too late; we 
opened a rapid fire, and a fine pickle they 
found themselves in. Two minutes after 
they had all disappeared.”’ 

What greater praise could the corps de- 
sire than the words contained in a report 
made by General @Aubigny, who com- 
manded the Second division? Here they 
are: 

“A trial of sixty cyclists under the direc- 
tion of Captain Gerard, has proved that 
a company mounted on cycles, properly 
instructed and commanded, could rapidly 
accomplish certain important and difficult 
missions, The only fault is that the said 
company was too weak in number of men. 
It is requisite to raise its strength to 200 
men in order to strike 4 decisive blow as 
quickly as possible, with greater ect. 
Two hundred cyclists, firing fifteen rounds 
per minute and per man, send 1,500 to 1,600 
bullets in thirty seconds into cavalry 
charging, It cannot be repeated too often, 
and experience has just proved it that 
groups of infantry supplied with this new 
motor of rapidity would produce on the 
flanks and rear of an enemy the most un- 
expected and demoralizing effects. Panics

MERCE ISSUES AN ADDRESS. 


Navagation Company Needs Attention 
end Work of Development 
Is Suggested. 


Macon, Ge. May 30.—(Special.)—Presi-

The people of Atlanta have not seen 
and are not likely to see any adequate 
or satisfactory explanation of the treat- 
ment which the council has been pleased 
to accord to the members of the old 
board of education. 

It is said that the “intentions” of 

council were good. But good intentions 
are never unnecessarily carried out by 
obnoxious methods. In this case the 
means employed are so out of tune with 
decent measures as to cause a stench. 
“Bossism” sticks rudely out; chicanery, 
intrigue and all the evils of dark-lan- 
tern methods are suggested. 
Another explanation is that it is sup- 
posed to be necessary to reduce the 
membership of the board of education. 
This is a question to be considered and 
discussed on its merits; but admitting 
(simply for the sake of argument) that 
a reduction of the membership is neces- 
sary, reason, justice and at least a pre- 
tended regard for public opinion, de- 
manded that the reduction should be 
made with at least a show of decency. 

Those responsible for the action may 
not believe us when we say that the 
members of the old board deserve some 


consideration even at the hands of the 


city council. The old board was com- 


© posed of some of the best men in the 


city. They stand high in the communi- 
ty. The services which they have giv- 
en to the people without money and 
without price, could not be secured for 


350,000 a year if the duties they have 


performed were placed on a financial 
basis. They have devoted themselves 
unselfishly to building up our education- 
al system, and the people are not only 
satisfied with the result, they are proud 
of it. 

We say, therefore, that when council, 
in a surreptitious and subterranean

Spanish leader as denying in the most 
emphatic terms that the liberalg are in 
favor of selling Cuba at any price. 
Should the liberals come into pow :r Sen- 
or Sagasta states that the government 
would effectually put a stop to the pres- 
ent revolution on the island by offering 


administrative autonomy. Says the lead- 
er in this connection: 


In all that concerns the integrity of the 


opinion whatever among the Spanish par- 
ties or politicians. We are all resolved to 
make whatever efforts may be necessary 
to maintain the national sovereignty in 
Cuba. Where I differ from the conserva- 
tives is in the means of accomplishing the 
pacification and welfare of the island, since 
I am of the opinion that political and d- 
plomatic action should have been employed 
conjointly with military action, and I fear 
that through non-adoption of this system 
the value of the two former has been in- 
paired, I believe so thoroughly in political 
action because I consider the material tri- 
umph of an armed force (and on this point 
I never entertained doubt) does not suffice 
to bring about that intimate, filial union of 
Cuba with Spain. 


Though he does not say it in so nany 
words, the Spanish leader is heartily dis- 
gusted with the tactics of General Wey- 
ler as well as with the policy of the 
present conservative administration. 
Had less brutal measures been adopted 
he believes that Cuba would long since 
have become reconciled to the mother 


country, and that peace instead of war 
would be today prevailing on the island. 


Senor Sagasta takes the position that 
while Cuba may be eventually subdued 
by force she can never be brought into 
friendly and affectionate relations with 
the home government until political re- 
forms are granted to the people. 
Undoubtedly the views of Senor Sa- 
gasta represent the prevailing sentiment 
in Spain. For several months past the 
conservative government has been los- 
ing ground while liberal ideas have been 
steadily growing in popularity. When 
General Weyler took the field several 
months ago the government promised 
that hostilities would shortly be brought 
to a close. Instead of redeeming this 
pledge, however, the government has 
continued to feed the people with false 
hopes and to exact heavy tributes from 
their pockets. It is not surprising, 
therefore, that the country should be 
anxious for a change of administrations; 
and the sooner this change comes the 
better it will be for Spain.

While sojourning in this 
country he intends to make good use 
of his eyes and to carry back with him 
to Japan many of our western ideas. 
The Japanese statesman is ardently 
in love with the American form of gov- 
ernment, and expresses the hope that 
the day is not far distant when the prin- 
ciples underlying our federal structure 
shall be incorporated in the constitu- 
tion of Japan. Coming from the most 
distinguished statesman of the empire, 
this expression is not only compliment- 
ary but significant, and shows that 
Japan is rapidly throwing off the shack- 
les which have so long bound her to 
oriental customs and superstitions.

The Cyclopedia of Names says concerning 


this historic building: The famous Weat- 
minster, so called to distinguish it from 
the cathedral of St. Paul, which was for- 
merly known as Eastminster, was founded 
on the site of an earlier church of Edward 
the Confessor. It was rebuilt in the thir- 
teenth century by Henry ITI and Edward J. 
The beautiful chapel at the east end was 
added by Henry VII in the sixteenth cen- 
tury. Westminster Abbey is renowned for 
its historic association and exquisite pro- 
portions rather than for loftiness of archi- 
tecture. The dimensions, including the 
chapel, are 613x75 feet. It is built in the 
shape of a cross. The length of the tran- 
septs are 200 feet, the height of the voult- 
ing 102 feet. The somewhat incongruous 
square west towers were designed by Sir 
Christopher Wrenn. The north transept 
facade is very fine; it has three handsome 
portals, a graceful arcade, and a large 
wheel window. The interior Is extremely 
impressive. The handsome reredos of red 
and white alabaster is modern, as are the 
choir stalls. Henry VII's chapel has nave 
and aisles, and five radiating chapels in 
the chevet or choir section of the church. 
The rich stalls of the main chapel are ap- 
propriated to the knights and squires of the 
bath; over each are suspended a, sword 
and a banner. The abbey is world famous 
as the chief burial place of Great Britain’s 
distinguished men; comparatively few of 
the monuments are artistically interesting. 
The south transept constitutes the famous 
poets’ corner. The fine cloisters also con- 
tain tombs.”

Editor Constitution—What is the mean- 
ing and origin of the phrase, A Roland 
for an Oliver?” READER. 

“Roland and Oliver.” says the Handbook 
of Literary Curiosities, were two of the 
most famous in tho list of Charlemagne’s 
twelve peers, and their exploits are so 
Similar that it is very difficult to choose 
between them. What Roland did Oliver 
did, and what Oliver did Roland did. At 
length the two met ln sigglc combat, and 
fought for flve consecutive. days on an 
island in the Rhine, but neither gained the 
least advantage (see in ‘La Legends des 
Siecles,’ by Victor Hugo, the poem, en- 
titled, ‘Le Mariage dé Roland’), end to 
cap the climax, in the end, at the battle of 
Roncesvalles, that they might continue 
Similar even in death, Roland was ac- 
cidentally but fatally wounded by his 
friend Oliver, who had himself received a 
death blow, and was blinded by his own 
blood. (Pulci.) Altogether their doings ‘are 
recorded so ridiculously and extravagantly 
by the old romancers that from thence 
arose that saying, among our plain and 
sensible ancestors, of giving one ‘a Roland 
for an Oliver,’ to Signify the matching of 
One incredible lie with another.“ (War- 
burton.) The etymologies connecting the 
proverb with Charles IT, General Monk and 
Oliver Cromwell are wholly unworthy of 
credit, for even Shakespeare alludes to it:

Elihu Burritt was a n 8 

ain, Conn., having been — teens Te 
ber 8, 1811. His father was a shoemaker 
and he himself received such an education 
as the common schools of his day afforded, 
and at the age of sixteen was apprenticed 
to a blacksmith. By unwearied application 
he acquired several languages, and after a 
time removed to Worcester for the benefit 
of the library of the Antiquarian Society 
and there he worked at his trade and per- 
fected himself in the principal ancient and 
modern languages. For some time subse- 
quent to 1844 he edited a paper at Worces- 
ter, whose principles were the peaceful set- 
tlement of international difficulties, and he 
lectured frequently in the same interest, 
and in 1346 visited England, where he form- 
ed a league with the same object in view. 
He returned to this country in 1850, having 
in the meantime taken a prominent part 
in a number of congresses in Europe on 
behalf of peace. He labored also in the 
cause of temperance, cheap ocean postage, 
and for the abolition of slavery. For some 
‘ime he was United States consul at Bir- 
mingham. Mr. Burritt published a number 
of works which added to his fame. He 
died in his native town March 7, 1879.

Mr. Cooper has been on bond since he 
was indicted by the grand jury many 
months ago, and although his case has 
been repeatedly called in court, the case 
has never gone to trial for various reasons.

Mr. Cooper was at once wired by his friends 
to return to Atlanta. At Montgomery Mr. 
Cooper was first informed of the discovery 
by a correspondent of The Constitution, 
and the interview given by Mr. Cooper 
atated that he would return at once and 
make good the amount said to have been 
embezzled by him. 

Mr. Cooper claims that the shortage was 
not In the nature of an embezzlement. He 
says he had long been an official of the 
county and when he was suddenly defeated 
he had in his possession money belonging 
to the county which he expected to replace 
had he been given time 

The members of the board of county 
commissioners who were in office at the 
‘time of the discovery of the shortage have 
been summoned to appear this morning in 
court to testify on behalf ofthe state in 
the case. There have been several efforts 
made to have the case nol-prossed, but the 


motions have been overruled and the case 


will doubtless come to trial this week. Mr. 
Cooper has been mayor of the city, hold- 
ing that office in 1887 and 1588. He held a 
position on the aldermanic board in 1885 and 
1886 and was at one time a member of the 
city council He has held several im- 
portant positions in other branches of the 
city government and was for many years 
clerk to the board of county commission-

THE NAPOLEON DEATH MASKS. 


Imprctable Stories That Have Been 
Going Around the Country. 


Just now while the papers of the coun- 
try are publishing so many stories of a 
death mask of Napoleon, that has just 
been found in Omaha, it is interesting to 
note that there is a death mask of the 
great emperor of France in this city. 

While it is claimed that the death mask 
now at Omaha is the only one in this 
country with one exception, it is certain 
that there is in Atlanta one fully as gen- 
uine as the one in the west. 

With the story of the newly made dis- 
covery of the death mask in Omaha is 
given an improbable story of how it is 
one of the masks taken of Napoleon's face 
directly after his death and of how it was 
brought to this country. The story is, of 
course, absurd, as there was but one genu- 
ine death mask and that is now in the 
Louvre at Paris. 

There are several replicas of the origi- 
nal mask, which are all perfect imitations 
of the genuine, but there is but one of the 
original. A number of the replicas are in 
this country and one of them is in Atlanta 
in the possession of Mr. Julius L. Brown. 

The mask owned by Mr. Brown is an 
exact reproduction of the original in the 
Louvre at Paris. It was obtained from 
Mr. Alex Doyle, who was the sculptor of 
the Grady monument, on Marietta street, 
and who as an art student in Paris got 
the replica from another replica, taken 
from the original death mask in the Lou- 
vre; and all these Napoleon masks in this 
country are taken indirectly from the one 
in the Louvre. 

The mask in Atlanta was owned for 
some time by Mr. Clark Howell, who got 
it from Mr. Doyle] He finally gave it to 
Mr. Brown, who still owns it. It is claimed 
that the masks are worth $5,000 and $6,000 
each, but it is hardly likely that any diffi- 
culty would be experienced in buying one 
for a few dollars.

New York, May 29.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.)—We are really going to wear the 
game style of skirt that was popular from 
1850 to 1860. What is more, in doing that 
we shall be wearing genuine Parisian 
gowns, for Paris has at last caught the 
Victorian era craze and delves into ancient 
history for modern styles. There is hardly 
ozze gown which has a plain skirt. 
Gowever, are very charmingly arranged so 
nen so indeed that one cannot find it in 
acc Leert to criticise, even though she 
may de opposed to skirt trimm’ngs. 

One of the new skirts has a black satin 
foundation covered with black figured net, 
with five rows of pleated lace ruching 
about an inch and a half wide carried 
around the skirt at intervals to the hips. 
nat in straight lines, but in lines that point 
upward at the back. This same skirt is 
repeated in white silk with satin stripes 
and some of the new laces, which are in 
fact applique sprays on a net foundation. 
Another very pretty dress has a blue and 
white foulard skirt, arranged in hardly 
perceptible soleil pleatings, with a frill of 
lace at the hem and made up over a dis- 
tinct silk foundation. It has a grass green 
front. The bodice is made full back and 
frent and trimmed elaborately with lace 


on the left sige. 

Skirts are now wide ard important anda 
appear much fuller in the tront than of 
yore. They require most careful handling 
and arranging. Fine, clear silk organdie 
muslins are now printed all over with 
white designs. One of these recently. seen 
is a charming pink made over white 
silk with five pleatings of lece at intervals 
carried up the voluminous skirt. The 
hodice of this gown is trimmed with nar- 
row. finely goffered iace, which is afso in- 
troduced at both edges of the wider lace 
ruching of an ecru tone. A fichu is worn 
with this bodice, ſust crossing in front and 
meeting a pink silk sash. The effect is 
quaint and singularly becoming. 

Now as to the sleeves we are going to 
wear. They are so varied in style that 
it is only possible to mention the chief 
characteristics of the new ideas. First 
then. they are unusually tong, this betng 
accomplished by carrying the sleeves far 
beyond the wrist in trumpet form, in tabs, 
po'nts or other devices, these being always 
supplemented by deep frills of Jace, lisse. 
chiffon or the material of the gown. The 
perfectly plain sleeve is not worn. There 
„ always a put, an epeulette of some 
description, or frilis. These latter stand 
out in a line with the shoulders, supported 
by a small, rounded pieces of vancas. Dur- 
dered with whalebone. 

The very newest things in manties are 
made of white china silk with gay flowers 
scattered all over it. This is draped witn 
black net trimmed with four or five rows 
of black tulle round the throat. Some, for 
evening and carriage wear, are trimmed 
with small flowers, such as viviets, rose- 
buds, forget-me-nots. A very striking one 
recently seen.was a cape of jet sequins 
ver violet silk, edged with a black net 
frill, partly covered witn rows or very 
marrow violet velvet. A large collar en- 
crusted with Parma violets fell away from 
a smaller one edged with violets, having 
a lining of gathered cream lace nestling 
against the throat. The lace was carried 
down the front, cascaded on one side and 
hanging straight and plain down tne 
other. The violets were perfumes. 

To be really fashionable, one must wear 
tucks. They are seen on everything, and 
the work on some of the new blouses and 
bodices is enormous. Not only are quarter 
inch tucks closely set in groups all over 
the bodice and up the sleeves, but there are 
frequentiy supplemented by tucked bolero 
and by groups of tucks on the skirt. Even 
Jaw-cut evening bodices are arranged wita 
tucked draperies of lisse.

| of the Howard woman on a certain night. 


Ann Howard consented to do this ana 
accordingly spoke to Daisy MoaMichael. 
The girl told her father of the proposal. 
Peter McMichael then went before Justice 
Foute and took out a warrant for the old 
woman charging her with a misdemeanor. 
He retained Dr. L. I. Woolf and H. L. 
Johnson to represent him. 

When Ann Howard was arrested she em- 
ployed Mr. J. G. Walker to present her 
side of the case to the court. All the evi- 
dence of the prosecution was heard, when 


Mr. Walker announced that he would in- 


troduce no evidence for the defense, but 
would argue his case on law points. The 
sensational part of the case then came to 
light.

A very exciting runaway occurred on 
Peachtree street Saturday afternoon when 
a horse driven by Mr. Ralph Jenkins be- 
came frightened and broke from his con- 
trol. 

The horse tore loose from the shefts 
of the buggy, throwing out Mr. Jenkins 
and causing painful Aurts.

“I had not supposed.“ said General Wal- 
ker to The Constitution correspondent, 
„that the fact that this battery had been 
capured by Manigault’s brigade would 
ever be disputed. and as many years have 
elapsed, it has taken some time to gather 
evidence to establish beyond question the 
facts, which accounts for the delay in an- 
swering.’’ 

J am satisfied,’’ said he, kindly, “that a 
mistake has beén made by our good friends 
of the Forty-second Georgia, and I will 
admit it to be a perfectly honest one. 

t is a matter of regret that no official 
reports of the corps, division, brigade and, 
with one exception, regimental command- 
ers, of and over Manigault’s brigade, with 
regard to this battle, are publisned in the 
official records. Reference has, therefore, 
to be made for confederate facts, largely 
to private sources. 

“The preastworks then occupied by the 
enemy, which we captured on the 22d of 
July, Manigault’s brigade had several days 
before bullt and occupied them up to tne 
night betore the battle. The enemy re- 
versed tnem on occupying them. In tne 
brick house to the north of which was 
posted DeGress’s battery, I had my quar- 
ters, whiie our brigade occupied the breast- 
works. So I am thoroughly familiar with 
the ground. 

“I will now show the position of the fed- 
eral and confederate forces engaged near 
the Georgia raliroad, that Manigault's bri- 
gade made the capture, and that our then 
enemies, in addition, supptantiate this. 
The position of the federals east of Atlanta, 
crossed the Georgia railroad, facing west 
about three-quarters of a mile from the 
main line of confederate works around At- 
lanta. as reported in the ‘Official Records 
of the War of the Rebellion,’ volume 8, 
part 3. various pages as referred to here- 
after. Brigadier General J. A. J. Lignt- 
burn. commanding Second division Fif- 
teenth army corps, says: ‘Pursuant to or- 
ders, I moved my brigade, (Second brigade 
Second division. Fifteenth army corps), an 
took possession of the enemy’s works in 
our front, forming on the right of the rall- 
road, and commenced reversing the works, 
and Battery ‘H’ (DeGress’s battery) on my 
extreme right. At 2 p. m., pursuant to or- 
ders, I assumed command of the division.’

of the Fifteenth army corps on July 

1: The tactical formation of the corps 
Was as follows: The Second division, Brig- 
adier General J. A. J. Lightburn command- 
ing, formed the center. crossing the rail- 
road and the road leading into Atlanta 
from the east. The attack on the center 
(which covered the dirt and railroad and 
the right of the Second division), was in 
such force that the line gave way, and the 
guns and horses of DeGress’s Battery H, 
First Illinois light artillery, four 20-pound- 
er Parrotts, two brass pieces 12-pounders 
of Company A, First IIlinois light artillery, 
were captured by the enemy.’ Error—we 
captured four guns. 

“Captain DeGress says (page 265), ‘I went 
into position at the extreme right of our 
division’ (Second division, Fifteenth army 
corps). 

Lieutenant George Echte: Six twelve- 
pound brass guns were posted four guns 
to the north of the railroad, and two guns 
to the south of the railroad’ (page 176). 

Thus it will be seen that the federals 
state that DeGress’s battery was to the 
north of the railroad, and on the right of 
the Second brigade, Second division, Fif- 
teenth army corps, which faced west, 
which would throw them about the dis- 
tance of the front of the brigade from, and 
north of, the railroad, and Battery A, First 
lilinois light artillery, was on the railroad. 

“2 The confederaites’ attacking force, 
near the Georgia railroad, was composed 
of Hindman’s and Clayton's divisions, 
Hindman’s division was formed, its center 
resting on the Georgia railroad, and moved 
to the attack. Deas’s brigade, supported 
by Brantley's brigade, to the south of the 
railroad, Manigault's brigade, supported 
by Sharpe’s brigade, to the north of the 
railroad. 

“Clayton's division attacked to the left 
of Hindman’s. In the omcial report of 
General H. D. Clayton (page 819), he says: 
This division —— being in the trenches on 
the northeast of Atlanta, about 4 p. m. I 
was ordered to close to the r ght, my ex- 
treme right remaining fixed and forming 
in two lines to begin the attack upon the 
enemy in my front and upon the left of 
Hindman’s division, already engaged.’ 
Clayton must have moved forward then 
at least a brigade front to the north of the 
Georgia railroad, and he did not move until 
after Hindman's division was engaged. 

“Manigault’s brigade moved steadily for- 
ward, reached and captured the federal 
breastworks held by t Second brigade, 
Second division, Fifteenth army corps, tak- 
ing Baitery A (Echte) and Battery H 
(DeGress.) Clayton moved on our left and 
gallantiy attacked the enemy of the First 
division, Fifteenth army corps. 

“General Manigault, in a sketch of the 
operations of this brigade, written within 
two vears of the close of the war, for his 
children, says: ‘The division was ordered 
to advance, and did so, springing over the 
breastworks in the following order: Deas’s 
brigade, commanded by Colonel Coltart, on 
the right, with its left resting on the rail- 
rvad supported by Brantley and my own on 
the left, its right on the railroad (to which 
une we both threw our guides) and, sup- 
ported by the brigade of General Sharpe, 
eur orders were to move on until we found 
the enemy, and then to attack and drive 
him gut of his Works, etc.“ 

A SKetch of Manigault’s\ brigade was pre- 
pared for the state of South Carolina, and 
submitted to Captains R. F. McCas!an. 
Ninety-Six 8. C.; R. W. Crawford, Due 
West. S. C., and A. B. Kennedy, Troy, 8. 
C., all officers of the Nineteenth South Car- 
elina regiment who confirmed the truthful- 
ness of the statements. These letters I 
have. It wculd add too much to introduce 
these letters. The account of Manigault’s 
brigade in this sketch as to the battle of 
July 22, 1864, is essentially the same as that 
made to Colonel Robert L. Rodg 
rian, Atlanta N.

Later in e day we fegained the 
battery, and I give my statement as to 
the capture from information obtained on 
the battlefield at the time of the action.” 

This is certainly conclusive. 

Manigault was engaged (see Clayton’s 
Report) when Clayton received the order to 
attack. This order was received about 4 
b. m.,“ and then Clayton Rad to make his 
disposition and move forward at least three 
quarters of a mile to strike the enemy. Yet 
all the federal authoritles (see pages 179, 
2 and 257) place the hour of the attack 
by Manigault about 3:30 p. m.; and Cap- 
tain De Gress says that his battery was 
captured about 4 p. m. 

It was captured before Clayton moved! 
So no part of Clavton's division could have 
captured the De Gress battery, and as De 
Gress spiked his guns before leaving them, 
and recaptured them spiked (see page 265) 
Clayton could not have gallantly captured 
these guns, as is graphically described in 
The Constitution of March 7. 1897; they 
must have been some other guns. There 
is, moreover, not a word in the federal re- 
ports which shows that Captain De Gress 
had any command over the two guns of 
Battery A (Fchte’s, not De Gress) which 
were south of the Georgia raflroad. Nor 
does Clayton claim the capture of anv bat- 
tery by his division. It is true. Messrs 
Fiditors, clearly proved that the capture of 
the De Gress battery was made by Mani- 
gault's brigede. and not by the Firty-second 
Georgia regiment. 

Justice to the gallant South Carolinians 
and Alabamians who did their full duty in 
the defense of Atlanta in 1884, reauires that 
the public should krow this and that the 
veterans of Atlenta should have the marks 
on the hatilefield corrected. 

Colonel William FE. Huge. late aide to 
General Manigault, confirms this state- 
ment thus: 

„T have read the above and confirm from 
personal knowledge, having been present.“

The Wilkinson-Wilson case will be re- 
sumed this morning in the superior court 
before Judge Lumpkin and the evidence 
in the case will doubtless go to the jury 
by noon. Colonel J. T. Glenn, representing 
the plaintiffs in the case, will make his 
argument and this will close the case and 
Judge Lumpkin will charge the jury. 

As there is no jury business on Satur- 
days in the superior court, the case went 
over from last Friday until this morning. 
Friday was consumed in the argument, 
Judge Alvan D. Freeman, of Newnan, rep- 
resenting Major U. B. Wilkinson, argued 
the evidence for the plaintiff. Hon. J. M. 
Slaton, representing the defendants, spoke, 
and Mr. Luther Z. Rosser, for the plaint- 
iffs, argued the cese before the jury, leav- 
ing Colonel Glenn to condjude the argu- 
ment. 

The branch of the litigation now before 
the court is in the nature of a claim case 
which was made as the result of an at- 
tempted levy. The case, which is now more 
than fifteen years old, has been through 
all the courts, it has drifted from judge to 
judge, before special masters and again 
back into the courts. When" the evidence 
was given before the last special master, 
the master handed down a judgment in 
favor of Major Wilkinson against Colonel 
Wilson in the sum of $35,000. This judg- 
ment has never been paid, as the land upon 
which the fi. fa. was to be levied was 
claimed by parties claimning the property 


under a deed which was given by Colonel 


Wilson several months ago. 

When the claims were filed the plaintiffs 
charged that the transfer of the property 
by Colonel Wilson was made for the pur- 
pose of defeating his creditors. It was 
shown that a vast amount of property 
was deeded away by Colonel Wilson to 
members of his family and others with 
whom he was interested. This transfer 
has been attacked by the attorneys of 
Major Wilkinson and it is the deed and the 
consequent claims filed that has caused the 
present issue in the case. 

The plaintiffs charge that the deeds of 
Judge Tanner, Mr. Potts and Calonel 
Payne were made fraudulently and the 
court will be asked to set the deeds aside 
as fraudujent. In order to substantiate its 
claims, the plaintiffs secured tax return 
lists and many other public documents to 
show that the circumstances of the case 
would prevent the bona fide,sale of the 
property. The defense introduced no testi- 
mony, only denying there was any fraud 
in the transaction. 

Colonel Wilson was for many years a 
citizen of West End, but he died a few 
months ago in Hot Springs, where he had 
gone for his health. During life he accu- 


‘mulated a large amount of property in the 


city, but when the levy was attempted it 
was found that he did not possess any 
property, some of the motions in the litiga- 
tion having been made on a pauper’s oath. 
The history of the litigation dates back 
many years ago to the time that Major 
Wilkinson and Colonel Wilson were part- 
ners in business in Savannah. When the 
partnership was dissolved # was claimed 
by Major Wilkinson that Colonel Wilson 
owed him several thousand dollars. This 
was denied by Colonel Wilson, but the re- 
port of the special- master showed that 
there was a balance of $35,000 due Major 
Wilkinson by his former partner.

Here he took occasion to reprove 
the reporter sharply for not taking more 
copious notes of his discourse and sadly 
remarked that he (Hoskins) feared that he 
(the reporter) was depending too much on 
his memory. After administering this pub- 
lic reprimand, he went on to say that he 
was no A. P. A., but merely an apostle 
of free thought and advanced civilization. 

Hoskins’s discourse was in many places 
painfully inflated, as, for instance, when 
he declared that it was beneath his dignity 
to preach on the streets, two of his sisters 
having married sons of General Benjamin 
G. Humphries, and again when he indulged 
his hearers with a highly humorous ex- 
pose of the dare devil doings of the “upper 
circles of society,“ among which he claimed 
to have once moved. At this point the nude 
in sculpture and painting came in for a 
hearty roast. “Galileo was imprisoned— 
so was I!” he said. Though he attacked 
all existing religions, no part of Hoskins's 
speech was especially blasphemous, and he 
disclaimed all intention of causing riot or 
bloodshed. 


But nineteen people, all told, were pres- |. 


ent in the hall. Among these was a negro, 
who, just before the meeting closed, gained 
the floor and delivered himself of a few 
remarks against Christianity, stating, 
among other things, that he had come in 
contact with several thousand different 
religions in his time. 

“The Nine Demands of Liberalism,” as 
cempiled by the American Freethought 
Federation, were unanimously adopted, and 
after some routine business the society ad- 
journed. 


VETERAN OF THREE WARS. 


CAPTAIN SCUPIN, A SUCCESSFUL 
GOLD MINER, IS HERE. 


Eleven Times Wounded in Battle—A 
Career of Thrilling Experiences. 
An Indomitable Will. 


Captain Alto. C. Scupin, manager of the 
Betz gold mine at Auraria, Ga., is at the 
Weinmeister.

He was a captain of cavairy in the Franco-

dan and Metz, and was with the army 
when it entered Paris. After that he was 
in the army of occupation, which remained 
in France. The captain was wounded elev- 
en times in battle; and his face still shows 
marks of fierce sabre encounters. Once he 
was struck by a piece of shell; once a bul- 
let tore a great hole in his thigh, but in 
the excitement of the battle he did not no- 
tice it until the blood had frozen in his 
cavalry boots: He was wounded in an 
arm, in one hand and is truly a battle- 
scarred veteran. Twice he has made com- 
fortable fortunes, and twice been defraud- 
ed. Once he was robbed outright pf $43,000 
in cash. He began at the bottom again 
and worked up, for he is a man of indomi- 
table perseverance, thrifty and honest as

The South’s Averages Are Constantly 
Cumbing U Show- 
ings Are Being Made. 


Athletics among the colleges of the 
south has assumed such immense propor- 
tions in the last year or so that one would 
be surprised to learn of their present stand- 


Heretofore the college games of the 
south were not considered at all with con- 
tests of the northern colleges. 

But there has been a mighty change in 
the standing of the different college teams 
of this country in the last few years, and 
now the south can put teams on the field 
which are worthy rivals of their northern 
brethren, 

In the early elghties a good college ath- 
lete was hard to find, and few were the 
records held by college men. The students, 
however, have been hard at work since 
then, and now over 50 per cent of the 
stending records of the United States and 
some of the world’s records are held by 
the students of the different institutions 
of this country. 

This is really a remarkable showing, and 
the more one thinks of it the more he mar- 
vels at the wonderful progress being made 
by our college athletes. 

While it is true that the northern uni- 
versities hold the majority of these records, 
yet it must be considered that they have 
been established longer than the universi- 
ties of the south and have had more means 
to accomplish their work. Taking this into 
consideration, and also the fact that the 
students enrolled north are five or six 
times the number south, it is only just to 
praise them for their work and applaud 
them for the able manner in which they 
are meeting the northern teams. 

Of course there is great room for im- 
provement in the south, as there is in 
the north, but it cannot be denied that 
the teams being put on the flelds ycar by 
year by southern colleges have risen to 
the same plane with those of the north and 
in the future will battle against them. 

The game played this year between the 
colleges of these two sections of the coun- 
try fully demonstrate this fact. The games 
between Yale, Princeton, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, Georgia and North Carolina have 
proven beyond a doubt that these teams 
are on a par, and that one is as good as 
another. 

Then,too, the games played by Vander- 
bilt and Sewanee against the teams that 
met the northern teams show that they, 
too, belong to the same class. 

There was not a northern team that did 
not meet defeat at the hands of the south- 
erners. And why should the athletes of 
the south be inferior to those of any other 
section of the country? They have the 
advantage of climate, are all good, healthy 
men naturally and have trainers equally 
as good and competent as can be found, 

Everything leads to their success, and 
it will not be long until the teams of these 
larger institutions are set a pace that is 
hard to follow by their neighbors. 

All the teams of the Southern Inter-Col- 
legiate Athletic Association have done ex- 
eellent work this year and have succeeded 
in placing themselves a notch higher in 
the athletic world. There are only a few 
more notches to make, and they are 
bending every energy to the accomplish- 
ment of this purpose. 

Can’t Strike an Average. 

It woula not be just to judge the stand- 
ing of the teams of the association by the 
games played, won and lost, for the reason 
that they have not all met each other. 
Some have played a great many more 
games than others. Some have met strong- 
er teams than others, and several other 
objections prohibit one from judging by 
these games. The only way to get at the 
standing of the teams would be by mere 
observation, and this is not sufficient. 

Virginia has met most of tite colleges, 
north and south, with which there was any 
chance of arranging a game. They have 
proven themselves to be equally as good 
as the best, and succeeded in defeating 
several of them. 

Georgia has made the largest jump of 
them all, and thereby placed herself among 
the leaders. Her victory over Pennsylvania 


| was a glorious one, and one which they 


fully deserved. There is no doubt that 
Georgia clearly outplayed the visitors in 
every way and showed them that they 
were in the game every time 
an opportunity presented itself. They 
played an errorless game, which was 
truly a delight to all lovers of college 
sports in the south, for it showed them the 
true comparison of the northern and south- 
ern universities. 

In order that a schedule of the games of 
the association could be published, and the 
people know how the games are resulting, 
it would be a good idea to have each team 
of the association meet on the diamond at 
least once a season. This would not only 
increase the interest already manifest in 
the sport, but would be an incentive to 
harder and better work among the stu- 
dents. 

It would bring to the front all the most 
prominent players on the different teams, 
and cause each player to strive to be at the 
top. During the past year, numbers of ex- 
cellent players have been brought out who 
will be in the fight for their teams in the 
future. It would be well to give them and 
their team credit for their good work.

Among the most prominent of all the 
southern college athletes, Joe Sherrill, of 
Vanderbilt university, deserves special men- 
tion. 

He is the man who does the twirling for 
them, and it would be a hard matter to 
find one to outclass him. He will be at 
Vanderbilt for several years yet, and before 
he is through, he will have them all dane- 
ing before his curves. This is only his sec- 
ond year in the box. He has succeeded in 
puzzling all of the men who have faced 
him, and has never failed to be in the game 
when his time comes. 

1 Sanford and Richardson, of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, come in for their share, 
and undoubtedly rank among the best.

Scaling Without a Ladder.

Corporal Leary, the limberest man at 
Fort Sheridan, took the chance of breaking 
his neck and tumbling the storming. pyr- 
amids of forty-one soldiers in a bruised 
heap Saturday as he sprang upward from 
the shoulders of Private Miller, caught 
with three fingers of his left hand the top 
of the high wooden wall behind which 
lurked the enemy, hung for one perilous in- 
stant, and then gallantly pulled himself to 
the top, seized his rifle and sprang into 
the midst of the foe on the other side of 
the improvised parapet in the Coliseum 
gallery. 

The human pyramid swayed, but held its 
sturdy place while gallant infantrymen 
swept up the stalwart shoulders and over 
the thirty-one-foot wall to Corporal Leary’s 
support, while a platoon of twenty-five 
ae kept the enemy away in front of the 
wall. 

It was at this point that the regular 
army officers, who were watching the fray 
from the Coliseum gallery, led the applause 
for Corporal Leary and his comrades had 
broken the world’s escalading record by 
three feet. As a partial reward for his dar- 
ing feat Corporal Leary will be recommend- 
ed by Lieutenant .Percival G. Lowe, in 
command of the camp, for promotion. 

When Corporal Leary climbed to the 
apex of the pyramid and stood on the shoul- 
ders of the men in the top row, the tips of 
his fingers lacked five inches of reaching 
the top of the wall.

WILL INSPECT COURTHOUSES 


Chicago, New York, Brooklyn and 
Other Places Will Be Visited. 


FULTON’S COURTHOUSE WILL BE M@DEL 


Latest Ideas and Architectural Designs 
WII Be Incorporated in Plans 
and Specifications. 


Into the east and north and south and 
west the commissioners of Fulton courty 
will go to inspect model courthouses and 
glean for the experience of others the 
suggestions and ideas which they are now 
in search of, 

When the new jail was being built on 
paper and the architects were being queried 
as to the most convenient plans, it will be 
remembered that the commissioners packed 
their grips and started on a tour of in- 
spection of the prisons east and north. 
This trip wes one of great benefit to the 
commissioners and when they returned it 
was no trouble for them to decide upon 
plans, which will give Fulton one of the 
best jails in the country. The same plan 
will be followed in the building of the 
new county courthouse and the commis- 
sioners may leave in a few days on their 
trip. 

Within recent years many of the largest 
cities in the United States have builded new 
courthouses, and it is to these cities that 
the commissioners will go. Chicago has 
an elegant and model courthouse, The 
building is large and spacious, costing 
thousands of dollars, an elegant and sub- 
stantial home for the officers of Cook coyn- 
ty. Here the commissioners will inspect 
the building; go through the eorridors and 
offices and take dots in their notebooks, 

The members of the board will take noth- 
ing for granted. They are determined to 
see that the new courthouse for Fulton 
county will be a building which will be a 
credit to the county and state. They have 
ample means for the erection of the build- 
ing and they will neither spare money 
nor time in their efforts to secure all the 
plans and suggestions that may be nece> 
sary. Brooklyn, the city of churches, is 
also the city of public buildings, and in this 
city, which is almost swallowed up by 
Greater New York, the commissioners 
will find many new ideas. The courthouse 
is a building that incorporates all the 
newest fads in architectural designs and 
who knows but that Fulton’s new court- 
house may closely resemble the palatial 
county home upon which the residents of 
Brooklyn have looked with so much pride. 

Philadelphia will not be passed by, for 
here the commissioners will stop long 
enough to see the courthouse and examine 
into the plans of the building. New York, 
where millions represent the outlay in 
building the courthouse, will be visited 
and the architects who drew the plans 
for the mammoth structure will be inter- 
viewed. 

The material which is to be used in th 
construction of Fulton’s courthouse has’ 
not yet been determined upon by the com- 
missioners. The visit to Tate quarries was 
a revelation to the commissioners. There 
they saw buried in the hillside enough mar- 
ble to build a courthouse the size of At- 
lanta. They were bewildered at the sight, 


but whether marble will be used or gran- . 


ite has not been decided. In a few days 
these questions will be decided and then the 
arrangements will fast be -completed for 
the purchase of all material that will be 
necessary.

Condemned Man's Mother. Will Call on 
the Chief Execvtive.

Prisoner Passes His Time Reading and 
Preparing for the Eni—Flowers 
Brighten His Coll. 


Columbus, Ga., May 30.— (Special.) — Henry 
White, unless Governor Atkinson sees fit 
to interfere, wili pay the penalty for kill- 
ing Officer Jackson next Friday. 

Confined in his vocal Lag the third story 
of the Muscogee county jail, the prisoner 
sees few visitors except the members of 
his family and his spiritual advisers. He 
is visited regularly by the Sisters of Mercy 
and Father Schienke, the Catholic priest. 

There is one who comes to see him as 
regularly as his mother and his sisters and 
Spiritual advisers—his sweetheart, Miss 
Viola Lambert. Miss Lambert sends him 
flowers—cape jessamines—every morning. 

White dreamed a night or two ago that 
the Virgin Mary hovered over his cell. 
He was baptized several months ago, and 
states that he is ready to die. He said 
all his dreams are nice, pleasant ones. 
He is ccenfined next door to Dr. Ryder, 
of Talbot county. 

White clings to his statement that Officer 
Jackson fired the first shot and that he 
had to shoot him in self-defense. His 
father forced him on, he says. When the 
two went home to dinner that day he 
tried to slip away from his father, who 
was excited. His father leveled his gun 
on him and made him get his pistol and 
follow him. He tried to quiet his father, 
but to no avail. He said that when the 
two went to a store and bought some 
cartridges and he told his father to come 
on and be quiet, that it was his !ntention 
to carry his father to his shop and quiet 
him instead of inciting him on to blood- 
shed, as was represented. 

When the firing began at Rumsey’s bar, 
he ran out to get away, but ran nnexpect- 
edly into the officer, who fired at him. 
He declares positively that his father and 
not himself shot Officer Roberts at the 
White residence. 

White arises every morning as the early 
Polls are ringing out from the Church of 
the Holy Family, and says mass. He 
epends much of his time reading religious 
literature and meditating. 

The death watch has not yet been placed 
over White and neither has the gallows 
been erected. It is understood that at the 
hearing before Governor Atkinson Monday 
tome new affidavits will be introduced by 
the deferse. 

White has hope. There is also doubt and 
despair in his heart. He recalls the case 
of Hayne—how the governor would not 
pardon that young man despite the influ- 
ence brought to bear upon him. 

„ understand that the governor is tight 
stubborn in things like this,” he remarked. 


HERE TO BATTLE FOR WHITE. 


columbus Party in Atlanta To Appeal 

to the Governor. 

Colonel Grigsby Thomas, accompanied by 
Mrs. White and her sister, Mrs. Latham, 
arrived in the city last night for the pur- 
pose of pleading the case of Henry White, 
who was recently convicted and sentenced 
to hang Friday next for the murder of 
Policeman Jackson, of Columbus. 

The party will be joined at 7 o’clock this 
morning by Colonel Carey Thornton, of Co- 
lumbus, who will also appear before the 
governor. The hearing has been set 
for this morning at 10:30 o’clock, and 
Colonel Thomas comes bearing a petition 
which was liberally signed by the people 
of Columbus, asking for a commutation of 
the sentence. 

He was seen in his room at the Kimball 
last night and was asked for a statement 
of the points which he intended to make 
before the governor. 

“The first point which we expect to 
make,” said he, is that Henry White was 
tried only for the murder of Policeman 
Jackson and that is the only killing men- 
tioned in the bill of indictment. It matters 
not what his father may have done or who 
he may. have killed, Henry White cannot 
be held responsible for these deeds, and 
the murder of Policeman Jackson is the 
only offense with which he is charged. 

“We expect to show that the constitution 
of the United States allows men to carry 
arms, provided they are not concealed, and 
the Whites made no concealment of the 
fact that they were armed at the time the 
killing occurred. Now the evidence which 
was introduced at the trial showed that 
old man White had at one time been 
connected with the police department of 
Columbus and he had been put off. 

“He was trying to get back on and the 
policemen were trying to keep him off. He 
was arrested at every opportunity and fined 
by the recorder, and he finally got to the 
point where fie could stand this no longer. 

Preparei To Fight. 

‘Old man White had had an altercation 
‘during the morning on the day that the 
killing occurred, and had been arrested. 
He was notified that he would have to 
appear before the recorder, and was then 
liberated. He then went after his son, and 
they armed themselves and went to this 
barroom. They were creating no disturb- 
ance, and were acting in a perfectly lawful 
manner. 

“While they were there some one tele- 
phoned to the policemen that the Whites 
were armed, and in a certain barroom, and 
several of them went there. They stood 
on the outside and sent in word to the 
Whites that they were wanted on the out- 
side. Both father and son started out, but 
they saw Jackson peeping from behind the 
door. 

The old man then turned and ran out 
of the back door, and as he did so he met 
Jackson and Adams coming toward him. 
ve said ‘I told you that if you ever crossed 
ny path I would kill you. Are you ready? 
end fired. Adams fell to the ground and 

Jackson then went around to the front 
auor. 

He turned and started back, and just as 


ne did so, Henry White saw him. As 
| Jackson went around the house Henry 
fired, but no one knows whether or not he 
hit him, for as Jackson reached the back 
| of the house old man White fired at him, 
and he fell. It is not known that Henry 


Jackson when he shot at him, and 1 


not believe that he did. 

“Now here is another view of the case. 
These men had done no wrong, and those 
policemen had no right to arrest them. But 
they went to the barroom and started the 
row. When Henry heard shooting in the 
rear of the building, and when he saw 
Jackson going around to the rear, what 
would be more natural than that he should 
fire in order to protect his father? Both 
father and son then went home, and after 
a time Henry left. He was not engaged in 
the killing that took place at the house. 
As the father went in the door he said to 
his family. ‘I told you that it would come. 
They have been nagging at me and perse- 
cuting me until I could not stand it any 
longer. I have just laid two of them out, 
and the rest will be here in a minute; so 
ca out, for I am going to defend my 
Ke.“ 

They did clear out, and the old man 
died with hig boots on. Now here is one 
point that I want you to understand. This 
act.on that we will take tomorrow is per- 
fectly legal. 

“The law makes no distinction between 
hanging and life imprisonment.

Father of the Dead Man Will Take the 
Negro to Tallulah. 


THEY LEAVE THIS MORNING 


Tr. Clower Sees Reason To Doubt the ; 


Story of Burks. 


WILL MAKE FULL INVESTIGATION 


Thinks It Improbable That His Son 
Was Seen After Falling Over 
the Rapids. 


Mr. T. W. Clower, father of W. Marshall 
Clower, who is reported to have fallen over 
the cliffs of Tempesta Falls at Tallulah, 
will again leave the city for the scene of 
the search for the body this morning. 

With him he will take the negro, Will 
Marshall, alias Will Burke, who has been 
arrested for the murder cf the young man 
and who is the only living man who saw 
him fall over the cliffs to his death. The 
regro has coasented to go without a War- 
rant, but if he changes his mind a war- 
rant will be taken out this morning before 
one of the local justices of the peace and 
it will be made returnaDle to the committing 
magistrate at Uulah. 

Marshall, »llas Burks, protests that he 
is innocent and still sticks to his original 
tale. He says that if he had wanted to 
escape he could have done so easily and 
no one would have been the 
says that his relatives live near Tallulah 
and that he could have gone to them and 
escaped the officers of the law. | b 

While Mr. Clower refuses to say positive- 


Jy that he believes his son was murdered 


by the negro, yet he claims that the cir- 
cumstances connected with the disappear- 
ance of his son and the subsequent search 
for. the body do not tally with the tale 
which was told by the negro. 

“For iustance,” said Mr. Clower, while 
speaking of the matter last night, ‘“‘Burks 
stated tnat he saw Marshall fall over the 
cliff. then rise to a sitting position, in 
which he was washed cver the falls. He 
pointed out ‘the position where he was 
standing at the time. | 

“Now, when I reached Tallulah several 
of the prominent men up there came to me 
and asked if I had had the negro arrested. 
I told them that I had not, and they told 
me to do so at once, and took me to the 
place where the negro says he was stand- 
ing. I saw at a glance that he could not 
have seen Marshall fall into the water 
“rom the place that he said he had. 

“The cliff is almost perpendicular and 
the negro was standing too far away from 
the brink to see the sluice of water in 
which he said that Marshall's body had 
fallen. As soon as I saw this I telegraphed 
to Chief Connolly and had the negro ar- 
rosted. As to the motive which the negro 
had when he committed the murder I can- 
not say, except that he thought Marshall 
had money with him. 

My son always had a knack of looking 
neat and he was very liberal. He probably 
impressed the negro as having money and 
was killed under this impression. The 
statement made by Burks in the paper yes- 
terday morning was against him, I think. 
His claim that he has relatives living near 
the fails and could have gone to them, 
makes it appear to me that this was his 
first intention, but when he found that 
Marshall had no money he probably 
thought it best to stay and claim that he 
had been drowned. 

“T will leave for Tallulah tomorrow 
morning and will continue the search but I 
have but little hope of finding the body. 
If the body is in the river, it is not in the 
pool beneath Tempesta falls, as is com- 
monly thought, but is in what is known 
as Indian Arrow Rapids. The water in 
this piace is so swift that the heavy iron 
rods which we used in fishing for the body 
were bent by the weight of the water, as 
if they had been weeds. 

“There is one thing that has given me 
much gratification and that is the way 
in which those big-hearted mountaineers 
have helped me in the search. They have 
risked their very lives in trying to find 
the body and too much cannot be said for 
them. When I return tomorrow I will be- 
gin by blasting away the rocks at the end 
of the rapids and hope tn this way to lower 
the water about ten feet.”

Huntsville, Ala., May 30.—(Special.)—A 
demurrer to the bill in the suit of Reuben 
Chapman against the mayor and aldermen 
of the city of Huntsville was sustained by 
the circuit court today and the plaintiff 
took an appeal to the supreme court. 

The suit is for $10,000 damages for al- 
leged false imprisoninent and is the out- 
come of an ordinance adopted by the city 
council of 1894 prohibiting the sale of a 
Kansas City paper in this city. 

At that time the paper was printing some 
very libelgus articles concerning Hunts- 
ville people and the aldermen tried to kill 
its influence by suppressing the sales. 

Chapman, a young boy, was agent for 
the paper and persisted in violating the 
ordinance. He was arrested, heavily fined 
and being unable to pay out, was made ta 
work the streets with ordinary city con- 
victs. As grounds for his suit he alleges 
that the ordinance under which he was 
arrested and fined was unconstitutional. 

Several other cities of the south have 
damage suits of this nature, occasioned by 
the same payer and popular sympathy is 
with the defendants. *

It is the Füstom in large cities among 
school girls to form reading circles during 
the vacation months, whereby friends and 
classmates are not only brought together 
socially, but encouraged to take up some 
wholesome source of reading. The forma- 
tion of such ‘circles in Atlanta would seem 
a movement conducive to practical pleas- 
ure, and one that would be of great benefit 
to its members. 

Too frequently girls’ minds become sati- 
ated during the summer with reading mat- 
ter that is of such a nature as to totally 
unfit them for the taking up of their text- 
books in the fall. Their inclinations in- 
variably are more satisfied by the light, 
trashy novels that are cheap, and on ac- 
cqunt of this quality generally loaned 


around from one girl to another. 


They inspire a curiosity among a group 
of school girl neighbors, and one buys an- 
other by the same author and passes it 
around, and so begins the reading of trashy 
matter. 

Their conversations when they meet nat- 
urally turn upon the discussion of what

General Orders Have Been Received 
From Nashville. 


DETAILED DIRECTIONS ARE GIVEN OUT 


Georgia Camps To Send a Large Dele- 
gation and General Evans Says 
What They Mus. Do. 


General C. A. Evans, commander of the 
Georgia Confederate Veterans, has received 
from Colonel Hickman, of Nas‘:ville, the 
full programme of the reunion to be held 
in, that city June 22d. 23d and 21th. 7 

This gathering of old vets promises to be 
the largest ever held and from Georgia an 
unusual number of old soldjers are pre- 
paring to go on, 

The programme of the reunion as outlined 
by Colonel Hickman is as follows? 

Tuesday, June 224, at 10 a. m., the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy will meet at the 
State capitol in Nashville in a general re- 
union. On the evening pf the same day 
they will give a reception to the confeder- 
ate veterans. At 12 m. on the same day 
the convention of confederate camps will 
hold session in the large tabernacle. Fach 
division will be assigned to its own posi- 
tion. Speeches of welcome will then be 
made and responses. Hon. John W. Rea- 
gan is orator of the occasion, and immedi- 
ately upon the close of his address will 


action of business. 

For Wednesday, June 23d, the convention 
will meet at {1 a. m. and will transact im- 
portant business which will come before 
it requiring a full day’s session. The even- 
ing will be devoted to a concert which will 
be given in honor of the sponsors and 
maids of honor. They will be seated upon 
the platform with special escort of con- 
federate veterans. 

For Wednesday, June 24th, the grand 
parade, General W. H. Jackson, chief mar- 
shal of the division, will be in charge. All 
divisions will be assigned positions and 
each camp will carry a banner or old con- 
federate battle flag, which will be still more 
apprepriate. The sponsors and maids of 
honor from the different states will ride 
in open carriages in front of ‘heir own 
state division. | 

The reunion will close with a general re- 
ception that night. 

This is the official programme of ibe re- 
union as outlined by Colonel Hickman. 

As to headquarters for the old soldiers, 
general headquarters will be found at 
Ward's schoo!, where any information can 
be obtained, but the headquarters of the 
divisions of all the states will be establish- 
ed at Hume and Fogg schvol, about 100 
yerds from general headquarters. These 
places can be easily found. Upon arrival 
at Nashville camps and all divisions should 
go at once to division headquarters at 
Hume and Fogg school. 

General Evans calls attention to the fact 
that all camps should go in a body, wear- 
ing camp badges with Georgia conspicuous- 
ly stamped on it, and should reach Nash- 
ville at least on the early train Tuesday 
morning. Railroad rates are 1 cent per 
mile traveled and camping Grounds have 
been provided for those camps which wish 
to quarter themselves. Board can be easily 
obtained at rates from $1 to $ per day. 

General Evans asks that camp com- 
manders send to him the names of those 
who wish to go and ali visitors who will 
make the trip with the different camps. 


Many Old Vets from Georgia. 


The reunion this year promises to be one 
of the most successful ever held. In ad- 
dition to the reunion itself there will be 
the attraction of the Nashville cxposition 
and the rates of board and railroads are 
remarkably low. 

During the past year a number of new 
camps have been’*organized in Georgia and 
it is expected that the attendance at this 
encampment will be larger than at any 
previous one. Dach day General Evans is 
in receipt of letters of inquiry and from 
ali signs there will be large crowds to go 
on from Georgia. : 

The Sons of Confederate Veterans are 
also preparing to send on from this state 
large delegations. From Macon, Savannah, 
Augusta and all other towns in the state 
the camps are being formed and it is ex- 
pected that large numbers will go. 

President Hallman, of the iocal Sons of 
Confederate Veterans, will call a meeting 
in Atlanta this week and delegites will be 
named to attend the reunion.

DEEP UNDER EARTH 


Excavaters For the Mutual Building Make 
an Interesting Find. 


MANY QUEER THINGS EXHUMED 


Uniforms, Packages, Umbrellas and 
Two Deep Wells Uncovered on 
the New Building’s Site. 


— — 


While the workmen were making exca- 
vations Saturday on the site of, the Mu- 
tual building, corner of Broad and Peach- 
tree streets, they discovered two old wells 
that were filled to the top with debris. 

For over thirty years these wells have 
been hidden from the public eye. They hold 
the secret of crimes committed during the 
days of depredation following the war. 

Several pieces of bone, thought by a 
number who have seen them to be those 
of a human, several cloth-wrapped bundles 
and articles of every imaginable kind were 
exhumed. Old uniforms of the confederate 
and federal soldiers can plainly be recog- 
nized. Several oid hats that were worn by 
the Governor’s Horse Guards in the sixties, 
with the brass emblem of the constitution 
of the state attached, were found. 

The wells were eighteen feet deep, and 
both were filled to the top. Half the day 
was spent in cleaning out the debris, only 
to find eight feet of. water still to be re- 
moved ° 

These two wells were made by the father- 
in-law of Dr. Powell just previous to the 


putting up of the old building that has just | 


lately been torn down to make way for 
the handsome — building that will 
soon be erected. 

The mortar used in placing the riet in 
the old structure was made from water 
Out of these wells. When the building was 
completed a pump was placed in one of 
them which supplied the building with 
water. As soon as waterworks were put 
in the old wells were closed up and were 
only accessible from the basement. 

One of the most lawless elements that 
ever infested this city had their hand-out 
in the basement of the old Powell build- 
ing. Two saloons, a negro restaurant, a 
tailor establishment and a barber shop 
eccupied the lower basement, with sleep- 
ing apartments in the rear of each shop. 

Mr. Gaines, the shoe man on Peachtree 
street, who was the first man to move into 
the Powell building when it was first put 
up, said there was no telling what wasn’t 
thrown in these two old wells. 

“The most lawless and degraded set of 
criminals that ever lived used to make the 
basement of the old building a hang-out. 
There was a number of dastardly crimes 
committed in that old hole that have never 
been ferreted. These old wells can probably 
tell the secret. 

“In the sixties they used to call the 
lower floor of the building ‘Beavers’ Slide,’ 
taking the name from a Decatur street 
dive that was without an equal in those 
days for crime. 

“Doubtless there are human bodies de- 
composed in that pile of matter that were 
murdered and thrown into the well after 
it was closed up. 

Jou can see that every kind of an ar- 
ticle is in that pile,“ said Mr. Gaines, 
pointing to a large pile of mud and de- 
composed matter that had been taken from 
the wells. Household goods and ornaments, 
umbrellas and clothing of every possible 
conception.’’
